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An identifiable sheet includes an area of sheet medium and, within the area, machine-readable markings that define two or rr. 
zones (202). The markings within the zones indicate a sheet identifier (208) identifying the identifiable sheet. The orientation of the sheet 
is given by an orientation marker (206). The position of the zones are given by markings (210) representing the zones position.
